No one knew at last town meeting that the state would give 
our town $3,055.45 for the construction of Class 5 roads; in return 
the town to use their equipment for which they were to receive 
drivers pay, grease, gasoline and oil: Town to furnish tools, for 
this above amount the cost to the town was $289.68, which came out 
of highway maintenance.

There have been a few cases of contagious diseases in town the 
past year, but no epidemic. 

There have been some complaints in regard to drains, but these 
have been fixed up. 

All brooks flowing through the village where sewerage empties 
into them, should be covered, so as to protect the health of the 
people living near them. 

Following is a report of the activities carried on in Marlboro 
during 1933 by the division of maternity, infancy and child hygiene 
of the state board of health. 

In addition to the routine work of the division, a child’s health 
conference was held in Greenwood Memorial church, for children 
of pre-school age. At this conference 50 children were given com- 
plete physical examinations by physicians. Of those examined 45 
were found to have defects, while the remaining 5 were found to 
have no defects. The purpose of these clinics is to prevent illness, 
therefore children should be registered at an early age.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 

I herein submit my eleventh annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 

If I were to express in a few words a philosophy of education 
with a psychological background, it would recognize (1) the human 
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mind as the most unique, delicately poised and wonderful mechan- 
ism the world has ever known; (2) that its stimuli are obtained 
through the so-called “Windows of the Soul’ often called our 
common senses; (3) that its products are the conceptions, ideations 
and thoughts resulting from a coalition and cooperation of mental 
activity, righteous feeling and the power of discrimination between 
right and wrong. 

To recognize these fundamental truths and provide the best 
environment for their healthy function and development is a prob- 
lem of public education. 

Not only must we develop the so-called skills in our schools 
but also those fundamental requisites essential to the highest type 
of American citizenship. This implies the cooperation of the school, 
the home and the church.
